The other arbitrators, four In number, 
are to be designated, 
two by the Lord 
Chief Justice of England, and two by 
the Chief Justice of the United States. 
This is the final and most important 
feature of the treaty for the complete 
adjustment of the 
long-pendi- 
Vene- 
zuelan controversy. 
The treaty was concluded 
In Wash- 
ington Jast night at the British 
Em- 
bassy, Sir Julian Pauncefote represent- 
ing Her Britannic Majesty and Secre- 
tary Olney the United 
States. 
Since 
the return 
of Sir Julian 
Pauncefote 
from London, three weeks ago, negoti- 
ations toward a final settlement have 
been 
proceeding. 
Most of the meet 
ings were of such an important charac- 
ter that they wero held either at Mr. 
Olney's residence or at the British Em- 
bassy, the two houses 
being hut two 
blocks separated. 
It happened that the 
concluding meeting was at the Embas- 
sy yesterday, and special interest was 
given to It from tie fact that Lord 
Salisbury, 
the British Premier, wasto 
make a speech at Guildhall, 
London, 
in the evening. 
It is the annual event

darker 
This is not the case a few hours onlj 
after death, but the difference becomes 
more and more perceptible 
as the tis 
sue changes proceed. 
The same means 
should 
be available, on this account 
to determine with some nearness the 
time 
which 
has elapsed 
since 
death 
took place, an important matter some 
times in cases which become the sub 
ject of criminal investigation.

James Wilson, Superintendent of the 
Pacific Division 
of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Telegraph Company, is on a visit 
to Honolulu, 
and was seen yesterday 
it 
regarding the possibilities of a cable 
line between Vancouver 
and Australia 
being built. 
Mr. Wilson spoke 
assur-ingl- y 
as 
of the matter, and feels positive 
that within a year the construction of 
the line will begin. 
"You have seen the dispatches 
an- 
nouncing the meeting 
of 
the 
Cable 
Congress 
in London. 
To me that is er 
assurance enough that the line will be 
built and it remains for the Govern- 
ment here to say whether or not there 
shall be a landing made 
here. 
The 
plan proposed is to have one line from 
New Zealand and another from some 
point in Australia. 
These lines will 
run to Fanning's Island, one of them 
touching probably at Suva first From 
Fanning's the lines will merge into one 
and continue to Vancouver, 
connect 
ing there with the Canadian 
Pacific 
transcontinental 
line. 
"The men interested in building the 
British Pacific cable have gone to the

Government?" 
"Would the cable company you speak 
of be one in which Sir Audley 
Coote 
is interested?" 
"Not at all. 
Mr. Coote's company 
is 
a French organization, and would not 
be considered in this. 
Nor would any 
of the Atlantic cable companies 
be in- 
terested. 
The Pacific Cable Company 
would be an entirely different 
organi- 
zation. 
As to the maintenance, it is 
possible that it would be controlled, by 
the Government, 
as the telegraph lines 
in Great Britain and Australia are. 
In 
Canada and British Columbia 
we are 
independent. 
The 
Canadian 
Pacific 
controls those 
in British 
Columbia, 
and, its lines extend from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific, but in Eastern Canada 
there are two other lines." 
"Would there be any American 
capi 
tal in this new company?" 
was asked 
Mr. Wilson. 
"That I cannot say, but I fancy not; 
there is an abundance 
of loose capital 
In Great Britain and Canada, 
so that 
it is hardly possible that any outside 
capital will be offered or required." 
"Do you believe, Mr. Wilson, that if 
the Hawaiian Government 
would offer 
a concession, 
with certain privileges, 
but without a subsidy, the projectors of 
this British Pacific cable scheme would 
be willing to land on these Islands?" 
"While not authorized to state it as 
a fact, I have not the slightest doubt 
that the company 
will land the cable 
here. 
I have heard it said since my 
arrival here that in case the line runs 
direct to Vancouver 
from 
Fanning's 
Island, a local company will build from 
Honolulu to that point 
This would be 
a foolish waste of money, for the rea- 
son that the transmission of a message 
from 
Honolulu 
to the United States 
in that 
way 
would cost double; 
the 
route to Fanning's 
Island and from 
there back to Vancouver. 
It is calcu- 
lated that we can send messages 
from 
British Columbia to Australia at ?1 a 
word; the present rate we have to pay 
is double that figure. 
There is no 
reason why the ?1 rate should not pre- 
vail on the Pacific cable. 
I am famil- 
iar, 
of 
course, 
with 
Col. Spalding's 
scheme, and it would be a very good 
thing for the Islands if the line could 
be put in operation. 
Still, there seems 
to be a doubt about its consummation, 
and it would appear that the Govern- 
ment should 
do something towards se- 
curing prompt and rapid communica- 
tion with the outer world. 
I under- 
stand, also, the intimate relations 
be- 
tween 
this country and 
the 
United 
States, and I have been told that there 
is an objection 
to granting any 
con- 
cessions 
to a company 
not organized 
and controlled in the United States. 
"I have been told, also, that the ob- 
jection is based on the supposition that 
with the close relations existing be 
tween me uvu uuverumeuLS uie 
uuil-.- j, 
ed States does not care to have Brlt- 
ish capital control the cable. 
While I r 
am not familiar with the treaty exist- - 
j. 
ing, I should imagine that with all the 
t 
interests of Americans 
here the Unit- - t 
ed States would 
lend material aid to 
the furtherance of a scheme that would 
. 
enable the Government there to com- - 
municate to its representatives 
here, ' m 
or to this Government 
by the quickest , 
possible 
means. 
But failing in this, 
, 
and it is generally understood that the 
United States opposes 
subsidies, 
I do 
fot see where it would 
interfere in 
Panyway with the existing relations to 
have a British cable. 
One man went 
so far as to say that it would not be 
politic to send official messages 
over 
a cable not controlled 
by the United 
States. Considering that but one Amer- - ' 


ican cable 
crosses 
the Atlantic, and 
that that line is not always 
selected 
for the transmission 
of Government 
messages, 
and again that we of the 
Canadian 
Pacific are in daily receipt 
of messages 
for the commanders 
of

American war ships at Esquimau, this 
excuse is hardly plausable. 
"The Pacific cable is an Ssured fact, 
whether it stops at Honolulu or not, 
it appears to me that it will be to 
interests of the people here to have 
cable, 
and as 
soon as possible. 
There are a great many people In the 
United States, business 
men, who are 
anxious to visit the Islands, but who do 
want to get away from the touch 
the commercial 
centers, even though 
touch 
be by wire. 
Every one of 
these men visiting Honolulu 
means so 
much 
money to the merchants. 
The 
Pacific 
cable can be built, the entire 
6,000 miles, within 18 months from the 
time the work begins, and I am 
con- 
fident that the work of submerging one 
section of the cable will begin in less 
than a year."

"We sailed 
from 
Tien-tsi- n

us as we were passing from the East- 
ern Sea into the Pacific and 30 miles 
from shore. 
The barometer had given 
us ample time. 
In order to keep from 
going ashore we had to lower the top- 
sails set. 
The typhoon 
came from the 
northeast 
"When the hurricane struck us, the 
vessel went over so that the lee rail 
.was under water and there it remained 
for 30 hours. It was impossible to see 
the length of the ship. 
The sails were 
ripped into ribbons with a noise like 
cannon. 
With three men at the wheel 
the gear broke. 
We managed 
to rig 
tackles, which held through the storm. 
"After being 30 hours in the fury of 
the waves 
we found 
ourselves 
in a 
calm, which lasted 7 
hours. Then we 
were struck, on the other side and had 
30 hours more of battle. 
The barome- 
ter went down to 28.35. It would jump 
at once from 
28.35 to 28.55 and then 
back 
again. 
I came near losing all 
confidence in it"

CAPTAIN 
REID FAILS TO ACCOUNT 


Matter Before 
the High 
Courts in Fiji. 


GunbcatSaldto Have Been Sentto 
Farming's Both Sides Must 
Appear 
In March. 


George 
B. Greig, 
mentioned 
in the 
following 
article taken from the Fiji 
Times, 
November 
7th, is well known 
in Honolulu. 
He has relatives here, 
and the article, therefore, will be read 
with interest 
by all of the old resi- 
dents of the Islands. 
Mr. Greig could 
not be seen last 
night 
to 
verify a 
rumor that Capt Reid had left Suva 
for Fanning's and that the High 
Com- 
missioner has sent a war ship to Fan- 
ning's to see that he did not disobey the" 
injunction of the court. 
High 
Commissioners' 
Court for the 
Western Pacific. 
(Before 
His Honor 
Sir H. S. Berkeley, 
C.J.) 
Probate Jur- 
isdiction. 
In re William Greig's 
Es- 
tate. 
Thursday, 
October 
29th, 
189G. 
This was a petition presented by Edwin 
Denis 
Reid, 
of Sydney, 
New 
South 
Wales, 
master-marine- 
r, 
claiming as an 
executor 
of the late William 
Greig, of 
Fanning 
and 
Washington 
Islands, 
Western Pacific, 
and 
as guardian 
of 
two 
of his infant 
children, 
that his 
George 
Bicknell 
Greig, 
who is the eldest son of the deceased, 
should 
be ordered 
to 
file an account 
of his administration 
of the estate; 
that the court would 
give directions 
as to the custody of the estate papers 
and also provide for the management of 
the estate by the appointment of a re- 
ceiver 
or 
otherwise. 
The 
petition 
further contained the usual prayer for 
general relief and diections. 
Mr.Garrick appeared for the petition- 
er, Capt. Reid, and the Attorney Gen- 
eral for the respondent, George 
Bick- 
nell Greig. 
Mr. 
Garrick, 
in opening 
the case, 
stated that the will 
of the deceased 
William Greig had only recently been 
proved, and read the petition and the 
affidavit of Capt. Reid in support, and 
also the counter affidavits 
of the 
re- 
spondent, 
G, 
B. Greig, and of a Mr. 
John Wightman, who was the agent 
and also a creditor of the firm of Greig 
& Bicknell, 
in 
San 
Francisco, 
and 
asked that Mr. Greig should 
be 
com- 
pelled to render an account of his deal- 
ings with the estate, and in as much 
as he had always declined to render any 
such 
account 
to his 
the 
petitioner, that he should be removed 
from 
the management of the estate, 
and a receiver, 
if necessary, 
be 
ap- 
pointed in his place, and the petitioner 
in his affidavit intimated his readiness 
to accept that office if appointed by 
the court. 
The petition further alleged 
various acts of remission and miscon- 
duct on the part of Mr. Greig, and of his 
violence and contempt of the process 
of the court when ordered to produce 
the will of the late William 
Greig for 
probate. 
The Attorney General denied the im- 
putations made in the affidavit against 
the respondent, who, he stated, in turn 
charged 
the petitioner with 
interfer- 
ing in the management of the estate, 
to the entire control of which he had 
been appointed with the consent of all 
parties on the death of his father in 
1S92. 
He alleged 
moreover that peti- 
tioner had without his consent carried 
off from the island various cargoes of 
copra and guano, and had never 
ac- 
counted for the same, and he believed 
had converted them to his own use, 
and stated that he himself had 
in- 
tended instituting 
proceedings 
on 
be- 
half of the beneficiaries 
to make the 
petitioner 
account for what he had 
done, when this petition was presented 
against 
him. 
He expressed 
his 
wil- 
lingness, if the court could see its way 
to act upon the present application, to 
comply with any order the court might 
make as to filing of his accounts, but 
asked that the petitioner might also 
be ordered to bring in his accounts, 
of the produce he had disposed of, and 
that he should in the meantime be re- 
strained from any Interference in the 
present management of the estate. 
Mr. Garrick having replied, and 
ob- 
jected that on the present application 
the court could not order the petitioner 
to file his accounts. 
His Honor gave judgment to the fol- 
lowing 
effect: 
This petition was presented by Capt. 
Reid in the double capacity of 
exec- 
utor of William Greig of Fanning Isl- 
and, deceased, and guardian of his in- 
fant 
children, 
and contained 
allega- 
tions against his 
George 
Bicknell Greig, who was the eldest son 
of the deaceased and one of the bene- 
ficiaries under his will. 
The object of 
the petition was to obtain an order 
from the court for the filing by the ex- 
ecutor G. B. Greig, of an account of 
his dealings with the estate, and also 
to obtain his removal from the active 
management of the estate which 
ap- 
peared to have been entrusted to him 
since he became executor, 
and for the 
appointment of a receiver in Tiis stead; 
and in his affidavit the petitioner offers 
to accept such appointment 
The peti 
tion also asked for an order as to the 
tate papers; and there was the gener- - 
prayer for such further relief and di 
rections as may be deemed necessary. 
The petition having been served upon 
the respondent, the latter lias made, 
in the affidavits 
he has filed, certain 
grave allegations against the petition- 
er, asserting that he has dealt with 
certain produce 
taken from Fanning 
Island forming part of the estate of the 


deceased 
and not 
accounted 
for the 
proceeds; 
that the deponent as one of 
the beneficiaries under the will had 
de- 
manded 
accounts 
from the petitioner 
but without success, and alleging cer- 
tain acts against him, wrJj'h, if true, 
are sufficient 
to disqualify him from 
being appointed 
receiver by the court, 
and might lead to his removal 
from 
the executorship. 
His Honor said that 
he was not quite 
clear whether the 
strict technical course had been 
fol- 
lowed in the way this matter had been 
brought before 
him, and he was not 
sure whether if he were sitting in the 
Supreme Court he would not have had 
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to content himself with simply dismiss- 
ing the petition for want of proper 
form. 
But in the High 
Commission- 
ers' Court, in which he was then sit- 
ting, the procedure was necessarily less 
technical. 
But, apart from procedure, 
His Honor stated he had for some time 
been doubtful whether any order could 
be made on this petition which seemed 
in the nature of a proceeding 
in which 
one executor 
was complaining 
of the 
other. 
The petitioner, however, 
was 
before the court not only qua executor 
but also 
as guardian 
of certain 
in- 
fant children. 
The respondent, G. B. 
Greig, too, was one of the legatees, and 
he joined in the application for the 
order to file accounts, 
making on his 
own behalf a further application that 
the order should be not only as against 
him but should include both executors. 
There were, therefore, it appeared, 
par- 
ties before 
this court entitled to 
in- 
voke 
its remedial jurisdiction. 
The 
petition and its accompanying 
affidavit 
on the one hand were equivalent to a 
statement of claim, and the answering 
affidavits to a counter claim. 
This be- 
ing so, what was the proper order for 
the court to make? 
It was quite im- 
possible to comply with the prayer of 
the petition to give directions as to 
the management of the estate or to de- 
cide whether a receher 
should be ap- 
pointed or not, until the court was in 
possession 
of 
sufficient 
data 
as 
to 
whether the estate had been hitherto 
properly managed 
or not. 
There 
had 
been two executors appointed under the 
will, and, as usual, in most cases, one 
executor 
had undertaken 
the 
active 
management. 
It appeared 
that that 
management had given satisfaction to 
all 
but the 
Capt. 
Reid, 
and he seemed to have made no com- 
plaint until comparatively recently. 
It 
might be that Capt. Reid's objections 
to the management were 
good, 
and 
that when the accounts 
were 
filed his 
desire to have somebody else appoint- 
ed as manager might be well founded; 
but it was perfectly 
clear that before 
any conclusion 
could 
be arrived 
on 
that point the accounts must be filed. 
His Honor said he could make no order 
as to the management of the estate or 
the appointment of a receiver until the 
accounts 
had 
been filed; 
but that it 
seemed to him the first thing to be 
done was to order that the accounts of 
the executor 
Gieig 
be filed in court, 
and that in making that order it was 
necessary 
that both 
executors 
should 
file their accounts, 
so as to enable the 
court to form an opinion as to whose 
hands it would be safer and better to 
entrust the management of the estate, 
if it was 
to 
be entrusted 
to either. 
He would therefore make an order that 
both executors 
do file in the court at 
Suva, on or before the 1st of March 
next, an account of their individual 
dealings 
with the estate. 
It seemed 
to him absolutely 
necessary in order to 
enable 
the 
executors 
Greig 
at 
all 
events 
to 
make 
up 
their 
accounts 
properly 
that the books taken away 
by Capt 
Reid 
from 
Fanning 
Island 
should 
be returned, and he 
ordered 
these books to be lodged in court by 9 
o'clock next morning. 
And in order to 
prevent costs which would be involved 
in any fresh proceedings 
there would 
be a further 
order that 
all parties 
should be at liberty to apply with prop- 
er parties added. 
The costs of the pres- 
ent proceedings 
to abide the result of 
any such application. 
His Honor 
in- 
timated further that it would be well 
if, until the accounts 
were before the 
court, Capt. Reid were to refrain from 
taking 
away 
any 
produce 
from 
the 
islands. 
The Attorney General 
asked if Mr. 
Garrick would give an undertaking that 
Capt. 
Reid 
would abstain. 
Mr. 
Gar- 
rick, 
however, 
declined 
to give any 
such undertaking. 
The Attorney Gen- 
eral thereupon asked for an injunction 
to restrain Capt. Reid from so inter- 
fering. 
His Honor said he would hear 
the application at 11 o'clock the next 
morning, but being informed that Capt 
Reid proposed 
to leave the colony 
be- 
fore that time he said he would hear 
the application at once. 
Mr. Garrick 
objected that there was no such 
ap- 
plication 
before the court 
His Honor 
said he thought there was; the petition 
asked for further relief and directions, 
and application for an injunction had 
been made 
by the Attorney General. 
After 
some 
further 
discussion 
His 
Honor then granted an injunction pro- 
hibiting Capt. Reid, until the accounts 
were filed or further order of the court 
made, from interfering with the man- 
agement of the estate or taking away 
any 
produce 
or property 
belonging 
thereto from Fanning or Washington 
Islands. 
As the petitioner's counsel intimated 
that it was Capt. Reid's intention to 
proceed to Fanning Island on business, 
and as he would give no undertaking 
to obey the terms of the injunction, 
His Honor said he should 
feel it his 
duty to cause the matter to be brought 
before the notice of the High Commis- 
sioner, 
with a view possibly 
of pre- 
venting Capt. Reid going to Fanning 
or Washington Islands at all, for it 
would 
clearly be improper for Capt. 
Reid 
to 
remove 
any 
produce 
from 
these islands, and if he attempted to do 
so, a serious breach of the peace would 
probably ensue. 
Peace and good order 
must be preserved 
in the outlying isl- 
ands of the Pacific 
The High Com- 
missioner had the power to interpose 
the strong arm of the executive in ord- 
er to prevent any breach of the peace, 
and the petitioner would do well not to 
set the order of the court at defiance.

Not tp be Compared With 
Other Makes. 


Japan 
Will 
Not Compete 
With 
United States 
Has no ' 
Resources. 


A 
correspondent 
of 
the 
London 
Times, resident in Japan, says that "as 
a result of paragraphs in the papers 
describing the extraordinary 
cheap- 
ness o'r Japanese imitations of Euro- 
pean goods 
such as felt hats for a 
few cents and bicycles costing as many 
dollars as English 
machines 
cost in 
pounds 
merchants in Japan have been 
deluged with inquiries, and have had 
to explain that the goods are altogeth- 
er unsuited to the European or Ameri- 
can market; that the hats would 
be 
unsalable; that the woven stuffs, when 
durability was taken into considera- 
tion, were no cheaper than home pro- 
ductions, 
and that no 
ng 
Teuton or 
Anglo-Saxo- 
n 
would ride a 
bicycle 'made 
in Japan.' 
Such a 
bi- 
cycle is constructed In a blacksmith's 
shop, made by hand, and is more close- 
ly related to the antique 
'bone-shake- r' 
than to the modern 'safety.' There 
are only four bicycle workshops of any 
importance, the total output not 
ex- 
ceeding 500 machines per annum. 
So-call-ed 
pneumatic 
tire 
bicycles 
cost 
from 
11 to 
17, 
while 
the English 
manufacturer can place bicycles on the 
market at from 
12 to 
20, with which 
those of primitive Japanese workman- 
ship are not to be compared. 
"As 
regards 
the manufacture 
of 
yarn the circumstances are different 
Imports of yarn, both from England 
and from India, have fallen off very 
considerably. 
But 
Japan 
has 
pur- 
chased 
large quantities of machinery 
from England, so that the volume of 
imports has actually increased. 
Jap- 
anese spinning mills undersell Lanca- 
shire and Bombay in the home markets 
simply because of contiguity to the field 
of distribution. 
It does not by any 
means follow that Japan will become 
a powerful competitor in foreign trade. 
So long as she does not make her own 
machinery or grow her own cotton she 
will not secure control even of 
con- 
tiguous China markets. 
"The question then arises, Is Japan 
likely, in the course of time, to make 
her own machinery? 
So far as 
ma- 
chines of delicate and complicated 
con- 
struction 
such as those used In spin- 
ning 
are concerned, 
I should reply, 
certainly, not in the Immediate future, 
and it is very doubtful if her competi- 
tion in this field need be feared at any 
time. 
In the first place, Japan Is not 
a country rich in minerals, and appre- 
hension is already expressed 
that at 
the present rate of consumption her 
easily accessible coal, which even now 
Is no cheaper than coal at the pit mouth 
in England, will quickly be exhausted, 
and that it will be necessary to sink 
deeper shafts with consequent increase 
in cost of production. 
Almost all the 
iron used 
in Japanese 
manufactures 
comes from Europe. 
It is worth 
re- 
peating that no nation which has to 
depend on others, both for its machin- 
ery and for its raw material, is likely 
to be a successful 
competitor in the 
field of industrial 
production. 
Japan 
is not a newly discovered country with 
immense virgin resources. 
"Wood Is the 
fuel mainly used, and timber has been 
almost the sole material in the 
con- 
struction 
of temples, 
palaces, 
castles 
or huts, with the result that the forests 
have almost 
disappeared. 
Imported 
Oregon pine is now cheaper than Jap- 
anese woods 
of similar quality, and 
an important trade in timber is grow- 
ing up between 
Japan and America. 
The steady rise in timber means a cor- 
responding increase in the cost of liv- 
ing. 
And this brings us to the ques- 
tion of cheap labor. 
There are those 
having experience who deny that labor 
in Japan 
is cheap, as it requires at 
least three persons to do the work done 
by one in England. 
But wages 
are 
very low. 
The wages 
of mill hands, 
mostly women, range from 
6 to 25 sen 
(say from 2d to Sd per) day. Since the 
war, however, 
labor has become 
in- 
creasingly difficult to obtain, and in 
some 
trades wages 
have more than 
doubled. 
The workers position Is in 
many cases miserable enough. 
Many 
mills are run night and day with only 
two shifts. 
A Japanese magazine 
re- 
cently warned manufacturers that if 
the position of workers were not quick- 
ly improved socialism would take root 
among the people, 
and, 
as a matter 
of fact, the spinning mills in Osaka 
have 
already 
had 
to 
face 
several 
strikes. 
As the laborers insist on a 
higher standard of comfort, wages must 
rise in proportion. 
"As a matter of fact. Instead of ex- 
ports from Japan tending to exceed the 
imports Into the country the reverse is 
the case. 
For the first few months of 
the current year, indeed, the imports 
show a vast excess, amounting to 
S3 
yen. 
The imports have been 
swelled by the payment of the Chinese 
indemnity on Installments, while the 
exports are lower than usual, owing 
to a temporary diminution In the ex- 
port of rice and silk. 
Exclusive of the 
movements of specie and bullion, 
the 
excess of imports over exports proba- 
bly does not exceed 7,000,000 yen. But 
the general tendency of trade may be 
taken as showing that Japan is likely 
to be a good customer for many a year 
to come, and that there need be no Im- 
mediate scare as regards her entrance 
into 
foreign markets. 
The 
Imports 
from Great Britain for the first six 
months of this year were 
valued at 
4,971,984 yen, and from British India 
at 2J203.96S yea, while imports from 
Germany amounted to only 
1,096,062 
yen, from the United States to 909,936 
yen, 'and from France to 898,490 yen."
